2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a method for 

communicating a message over a radio frequency (RF) communications network having 
a plurality of RF channels, the method comprising the steps of: transmitting a selected 
subset of the plurality of packets over the at least one of the plurality of RF channels 
wherein the selected subset of the plurality of packets is transmitted within an interstices 
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of a jamming pulse determined from the characteristics of the jamming pulses, within 
the structure of the independent claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 14, the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a method 
transmitting a message over at least one of a plurality of radio frequency (RF) channels 
of an RF communications network, the method comprising the steps of: transmitting the 
message over the at least one of the plurality of RF channels wherein the message is 
transmitted within an interstices of a jamming pulse determined from the characteristics 
of the jamming pulses, within the structure of the independent claim 14.
